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REMARKS 

CLAIMS 

On or about November 7, 2003, Examiner Kidest Bahta and Applicants' 
attorney, John J. Connors, had a telephone interview initiated by Examiner 
Bahta concerning Claims 13 and 14. 

Initially these Claims 13 and 14 had been rejected under 35 USC 112. In 
the course of the telephone interview it became clear that Examiner 
Bahta's rejection of these claims was to form not substance. Because 
these claims refer to another claim, they are considered to be dependent 
claims. In fact these claims are to a product made by a process, and 
Examiner Bahta requested that these be rewritten in independent format, 
which the above change accomplishes. 

NO SITRRFNDFK OP PATENTABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

The Applicants do not consider the changes to Claims 13 and 14 to be an 
amendment surrendering any patentable subject matter because the 
Examiner only objected to the form of these claims, requiring them to be 
re-presented in independent form. Moreover, the Applicants in re- 
presenting these Claims 13 and 13 in independent form intent to claim 
broadly the subject matter of their invention and not surrender equivalent 
subject matter by unduly narrowing the scope of the claims. 
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Applicant reserves the right to file a continuation application to submit 
other claims directed to different subject matter disclosed but not 
claimed.
